g. Referring to claim 28, the prior art of record has not taught or suggested 
"generate pipeline data from the host data without responding to any program 
instruction" in combination with the claimed host processor and pipeline 
accelerator as claimed in claim 28. 

h. Referring to claim 29, the prior art of record has not taught or suggested 
"while not executing the program, operable to configure a portion of the pipeline 
accelerator to generate the pipeline data" in combination with the claimed host 
processor and pipeline accelerator as claimed in claim 29.
